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FRENCH COLONIAL COINS 


Perhaps there is no more complex area in “U.S. Colonials” than this. Prior to the conclusion of the 
French and Indian wars in the mid 18th century, and to a small extent beyond, France rivaled England 
for dominance of the North American Continent and the current United States. Current U.S. maps bear 
evidence, from Detroit, to Des Moines to New Orleans. Like England, France made little effort to 
produce coinage specifically for its North American Colonies, and none that we know of were minted 
here under French colonial rule. One is left sorting through more and less compelling documentation to 
establish the legitimacy of various issues claim to inclusion within our “Colonial” series. Matters are 
further clouded by French sovereignty over “Louisiana” long after French withdrawal from “Canada”. 


Most controversies center on which coins actually circulated, rather than which were officially authorized 
to circulate, in North America, and whether they circulated through some intent, or by happenstance; 
randomly or systematically. Some of that same controversy is familiar to collectors of other areas of 
U.S. "Colonial Coinage", where issues such as Rhode Island Ship Tokens, Wood's Hibernia and Voce 
Populi coinage, Imitation British Halfpence of British origin, and various American theme related 
Condor Tokens all have claims of differing but lesser strength for inclusion when compared to a 
Virginia Halfpenny 


For those seeking more of an underpinning to their French Colonial collecting interests than is provided 
by the Red Book, we suggest reading Chapter 5 of Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial 
Coins, and his chapter "Coinage Under the French Regime" in Studies on Money in Early America 
(A.N.S. 1976 edited by Eric P. Newman). An essential counterpoint is provided by Michael Hodders' 
"Guide to Coins of Nouvelle France" contained as a chapter in Canada’s Money, edited by John Kleeberg 
and also published by the American Numismatic Society. The latter is clear and compelling in its 
presentation of factual information documenting purposeful and targeted circulation of various French 
issues in Nouvelle France (while Breen casts a wider net, including coins with more incidental 
associations). To these established references a new one must be added; Robert Vlack's "An Illustrated 
Catalogue of the French Billon Coinage in the Americas” It provides state of the art information on 
French Colonial related Billon issues, as well as offering an excellent overview for the entire series, 
including observations that at times differ from those of both Breen and Hodder. 








Due to the submission of a highly specialized collection of French Colonial and associated coinage to 
this year's Sale, we cast a wider net than usual in the range of coins that are included in our "French 
Colonial Coins" offering. For true lovers of those centuries past, our Franco heritage, and of coins in 
general, some very rare and unusual pieces are included in this years offering. 


(Special Note: Where rarity ratings are given for the French Colonial Billon issues they are taken from 
Robert Vlack's excellent new reference "An Illustrated Catalogue of the French Billon Coinage in the 
Americas." Bob specifically notes that his scale is NOT the same as the Sheldon scale. Rather it is a 
relative ranking of the availability of different coins based on his first hand recorded observation of 
them. An issue he only saw once or twice would be called Rarity-8, but a couple of dozen personal 
observations of a variety might drop that variety to Rarity-1 in his relative estimate.)

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l. (1616) Sommer Islands Shilling Copy of Dickeson’s 
Copy AUS0. Glossy dark gray. A few small spots of light 
corrosion. “COPY” stamped on edge. Genuine examples have 


priced themselves out of most collector budgets. 





2. (1652) Massachusetts New England Three Pence 
Counterfeit EF40 25.3 grains. It really is hard what to make of 
or say about such trinkets. More fake NE pieces have been made 
for more centuries with more or less convincing levels of fakery 
than any other American coinage. Some likely exist that date 
back to the early to mid 18th Century, with others dating back to 
early to mid October. This, though crude in some ways, seems 
modern to the cataloger. Dark gray toning over flashes of bright 
silver, crimped a bit and out of round but still neatly cut. 





3. 1662 Oak Tree Threepence Noe 28 (R-4) VF30 14.6 
ens. A bold reverse with the obverse tree side weaker. 
Predominantly bright silver, undoubtedly cleaned, on slightly 


uneven surfaces typical of these thin small denomination silver 


pieces. The obverse is struck off center low and to the right 
which contributes to weakness in half of those legends, whereas 
the reverse is essentially complete. Virtually all of the Oak Tree 
is complete though not always strong. Late reverse die state 


with multiple breaks. A rare denomination in the Oak Tree series. 
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4. 1652 Massachusetts Pine Tree Shilling Noe-29 R3 
VG8 61.1 grains. Smooth glossy medium gray with lighter 
silvery gray highpoints. Nicely centered. The date, 
denomination, and pine tree are easily visible but portions of the 
legend are missing, mostly due to a slight bend in the planchet 
that caused uneven wear. That being said, most of the legend 
remains easily readable. 


3 (1672) London Elephant Halfpenny Token Breen- 
186 AG3 140.4 grains. Sharper but the rims were compressed 
all around obliterating everything except the elephant and shield, 
which remain mostly clear. Reflective lighter brown. 


6. (1688) Holt’s American Plantation Token Original 
Strike Breen-77 F12 139.5 grains. Gold Plated. Probably a 
Newman 2-B, but hard to be definite due to tin pest. The rider's 
head is below the G in MAG. Actually sharper but corroded, 
mostly around the rims. The designs remain clear and the legends 
can all be made out. Appears to have been gold plated, and 
much of the plating remains in the fields and protected areas. 
Some remnants of a red coating in places also mostly within 
reverse crowns. 
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ra (1688) Holt’s American Plantation Token Newman 4-E Probable Restrike Breen-78 Mint State 143.9 grains. A very 
attractive example with the obverse showing perhaps 25% silvery luster with the balance of the surfaces toned down to medium gray. 
Most of the reverse is still bright with luster. Surfaces are smooth for the issue, just faintly grainy as typically seen. All legend letters on 
both sides are strong and this piece lacks any noticeable trace of tin pest. No marks to detract from this coin's appeal either. Newman 4- 
E is one of the die combinations known to have been restruck in the early 1800's, but unlike Newman 5-D, another common Restike 
combination, there is no die break on the obverse of this combination to set restrikes apart from originals. When purchased by the 
consigner this coin was described as being a 5-E and original, before the die break formed, and came with an ANACS certificate that so 
certified, but unfortunately incorrectly so. Though the Newman 4 and Newman 5 obverses are similar they can be distinguished in a 
number of subtle ways beyond the matter of the die break. The tail on the horse for each variety is probably the easiest point to observe 
a difference. The obverse 4 tail extends longer than on obverse 5, and is curved up at the tip and is parted in a manner unlike that seen on 
obverse 5. Other differences include the relative placement of periods between letters etc. To be conservative, essentially all uncirculated 
examples of the Newman 4-E combination are assumed to be restikings from original dies since restrikes tend to come in a higher state 


of preservation than originals. There is no conclusive way to separate restrikes from original issues for those die combinations that were 
used for both. However Breen suggests that originals come on lighter planchets than restrikes with some overlapping between them. 


Based on that theory this could in fact be an original issue as its weight is above the range Breen assigns to original strikings. 
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8. 1551-T France - Douzain EF40 39.1 grains. Nantes 
Mint. This is a nice example of a billon 12 denier coin which is 
known to have served as the host coin for Breen 271 - which 
Breen defines as "Counterstamped billon douzain" within his 
Class Three category; domestic coins officially exported to 
Canada. Grading is approximate as this cataloger is not familiar 
with the standards used for this issue. The coin however is 
impressive, with a crudely round shape reminiscent of 
Massachusetts Silver. Sharp strike, some doubling on the date 
side, with bright silvery surfaces toned more gray in recessed 


areas. No apparent problems. 











a. France - Counterfeit Douzain of La Rochelle. F12. 
So here we have a counterfeit host coin for a later authorized 
colonial issue, specific date unknown. A century later Vermont 
overstruck legitimate coins on Imitation Irish Halfpennies, so 
some things don't change much. Almost in a rectangular shape, 
curved on two sides, straight clipped on the others. Good copper 
with good color and no problems. 


10. France - Counterfeit Douzain of La Rochelle. VF20. 
Here is another example, specific date unknown, this one in the 
shape of an elongated egg with sharper details but less choice, 
though perfectly acceptable, surfaces. 


Il. France - Counterfeit Douzain - "Mint" Uncertain. 
F12. A third, this time both the date and the specific mint being 
counterfeited is unknown. Mix of medium browns with some 
copper color showing at high points and some roughness to the 
planchet but rather clear details. Short split present in the 
planchet. 





12. 1607-A Double Tournois of Henry IV - Piedfort - 
Fine12 104.9 grains. Paris Mint. Double Tournois of later French 
Monarchs, starting with Louis XII] in 1611, are included by Breen 
in his Encyclopedia within his Class Four grouping of quasi 
French Colonial Coinage; domestic French issues unofficially 
imported by merchants to pass at double face. Double Tournois 
were officially demonetarized in 1664. The Henry IV Double 
Tournois were issued between 1600 and 1610, so it would be 
surprising if none of these were also swept up and sent to Canada. 
This coin is over twice the weight of a standard issue, and is 
actually quite attractive on smooth copper toned light chocolate 
brown and tan. While researching this piece the cataloger found 
the following reference to the discovery of a slightly later Double 
Tournois at the French Fort La Tour, which might be of interest. 
The Fort was actually a fortified trading post, located within the 
current city of Saint John in New Brunswick, where archeological 
digs were conducted in 1956, 1957, and 1963: "A number of 
coins turned up during the digs, including a Louis XHI double 
Tournois of 1620"; Fort La Tour had the distinction of falling to 
enemies on three occasions;, in 1632, 1645, and 1654, in 1645 
during a civil war, The overall outside size of the fort was 
probably about 38 meters, and at its height the population of 
Fort La Tour could have amounted to upwards of 70 people.

13. 1640 Louis XIII Double Tournois - Overstruck on 1639 
Louis XIII Double Tournois - Gadoury 11 VF30 37.1 grains. 
Neither of these specific years are included by Breen in his Class 
Four of French Colonials, though dates both before and after 
are. In assembling his 4th Class, Breen took into account 
archeological and hoard evidence to establish the presence of 
specific coins in New France, so one could surmise that he found 
no or insufficient supporting evidence for these specific years. 
This piece is both lovely and dramatic. Smooth glossy dark 
chocolate brown surfaces that are problem free. Two sets of 
legends are dramatically separated on both sides, with a different 
date found on each. 


14. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen 271 (Gadoury 21) F15 30.3 grains. Struck ona 1588-G 
French Douzain This is a pleasing example of a fascinating issue. 
The fleur de lys counter mark was added to various older billon 
coins under terms of a French edict of 1640, and many were 
exported for use in North America where they appeared to 
actively circulate. These fall within Breen's Class Three; 
"Domestic coins officially exported to America. Hodder also 
believes these coins most likely deserve that classification based 
on documentation found in Quebec ordinances, such as one issued 
in March of 1662, that raised the ratings of French coins in 
Canada. Hodder believes it almost certain that the Sou Marque 
referred to in such ordinances included these pieces. In fact the 
term Sou Marque originated with this issue though that name is 
now more frequently associated with the French Billon coinage 
of the mid 18th Century. This coin is toned an even olive tinged 
deep gray, with smooth and glossy surfaces that are problem 
free. The counterstamp is full, clear, and deeply impressed, 
located between two arms of the cross. 





15. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) VG10 29.5 grains. Struck on a 1593 
French Douzain of Henri IV, with rather ragged edges with 
numerous splits and/or cuts in the edge that almost give it the 
appearance of a flower with petals. Toned mostly a deep steely 
gray, the counterstamp here is near the center of the Cross and is 
quite clear, though it does not much distort the surface of the 
coin. 





16. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) F12 31.3 grains. Struck ona 1593- 
C French Douzain of Henri IV, Toned a dark steel brown and 
very glossy. The counterstamp is found almost exactly at the 
center of the cross, with a few specs of old verdigris in protected 
areas nearby. Both date and mintmark quite clear. Planchet 
mostly round with a short split formed at the point of a small 


jagged clip. This coin comes in an original Robert Vlack 


envelope. Vlack notes there that the D of BENED on the date 
side is struck over an E. Also on this Vlack envelope, and some 
others of his found below, Vlack records this issue as Breen 271, 
as well as (mistakenly as Gadoury 92a). Counterstamped coinage 
covered under the 1640 edict (Breen 271) carry the Gadoury 21 
designation according to Breen. Recoined Billon Sol (1692- 
1790) issued after the Edict of October 1692, which carry the 
Breen designation 276. are typically referred to by Breen as 
Gadoury 91. However according to Breen in his description of 
Breen 276: "a few are on sols with the 1640 countermark: 
Gadoury 92a, 92b". The Gadoury reference work unfortunately 
is only published in French which makes use of it more difficult 
for those of us without that language skill. Confusion over 
attributions for some early billon issues will be discussed later 
as a note in another coin's description. 
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17. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) VG7 24.9 grains. Struck ona 1594 
French Douzain. Slightly glossy (for grade) medium gray. The 
date is easily readable and the counterstamp is clear, but only 
about half the legend remains visible and none of it is strong. 


20. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) VG8 31.3 grains. Struck over a 
French Douzain, date uncertain. Toned mostly a fairly bright 
silver on a relatively small planchet free of problems. 
Counterstamp is at center of shield, causing the planchet to bowl 
somewhat from the impression. 





18. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) G6 31.1 grains. Struck on a 1596 
French Douzain. Our specialist consignor notes: "(Counterfeit)" 
on the envelope this came in. Toned a mottled mix of charcoal 
and lightly toned silver gray, most of the legends of the host 
coin are clear though the centers are weak. A very clear 
counterstamp is found near the center of the cross. 





19. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) VG10 25.3 Struck over a French 
Douzain, date uncertain. Included in a specialized collection as 
an example of a late die state of the fleur de lys counterstamp 
used., a thin die crack has formed over the top of it. Stronger 
detail at points. Moderate gray silver toning, counterstamp 
deeply impressed, some splitting at edges of this very thin coin. 


21. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) G6 31.3 grains. Struck on a 1592 
douzaine de Charles X who, at the time, was then a dead Catholic 
pretender to the King during a French civil war with strong 
religious underpinnings. The confusing monetary spirit of the 
time was captured well in this piece of writing found on the 
internet at Le Poulet Gauche, a guide to the history, culture, and 
daily life of 16th century France, that exists in the context of the 
SCA (Society for Creative Anachronism), a group dedicated to 
historical recreation of the Middle Ages and Renaissance: "Note 
that the multitude of coinages was further complicated during 
our time because there were at least three different kinds of mints 
operating in France. The Catholic League held most of the big 
cities and the old royal mints, and they made coins in the name 
of Charles X, their pretender to the throne (who had died in 1590 
after 4 months, but was the only plausible candidate they had). 
Usually there was another town nearby making coins in the new 
royal mint for Henri [V. And there was a third group that wanted 
nothing to do with either party and was still making coins in the 
name of Henri IIL, who had died in 1589." We warned you French 
Colonials could get complex. Some detail on this coin is lost as 
the result of the planchet warpage caused by the pressure of the 
counterstamp. In fact a small tear through the planchet is visible 
at one edge of the counterstamped oval, which is found near the 
center of the cross. Deep natural gray toning on a smooth glossy 
coin. One small and another smaller edge split to the planchet. 
This coin comes in an original Robert Vlack envelope where he 
designates it both a Breen 271 and Gadoury 92a. 
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22. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) F12 31.3 grains. Struck ona 1593- 
C Henry IV douzain. Henry won the war and he secured his 
victory, and Paris, by converting to Catholicism. Some details 
of a stronger grade but lacking detail in other places. This is 
another pleasing smooth glossy coin, toned deep steely brown 
without problems. Detail is strongest around the edges, including 
the date. Counterstamp is dead center within the cross and is 
clear. Comes with an original Vlack envelope designating it as 
both Breen 271 and Gadoury 92a. 





23. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped_ Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) F12 29.9 grains. Struck ona 1594- 
R Henry IV douzain. Mostly dark brown with areas of hard 
green patina over up to a third of each side. Counterstamp ts full 
and near the center of the shield. Mostly reflective and slightly 
rough. Comes with an original Vlack envelope designating it as 
both Breen 271 and Gadoury 92a. 





24. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) F12 27.6 grains. Struck on a 1595 
Clement VIII Douzzina of Avignon. The Popes enter the picture. 
Clement VII became an ally of Henry IV after he deemed the 
sincerity of the King's Catholic conversion good enough for 
politics . Avignon was a Papal State located in southern France, 
which for a period in the 14th Century was the seat of seven 
Popes, and it remained a papal state until the French Revolution. 
The obverse of this coin contains the papal shield with two 
crossed keys with the letter A to either side. The reverse consists 
of a cross, quartered with crosses in the upper left and lower 
right and lions in the other two quarters. The counterstamp is on 
the shield side, well off center near a rim. Deep silver gray and 
pale olive, with reflective but somewhat rough surfaces. With 
an original Vlack envelope.

25. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) VG8 27.5 grains. Struck on a 
Clement VIII Douzzina of Avignon, date uncertain (in the spirit 
of diversity this is the seemingly Italian name for this piece that 
a search engine delivered up for me). Medium silver gray toning 
on surfaces that are reflective but a bit granular. Almost square 
in shape, the counterstamp is on the shield side, again off center. 
The oval outline weak over one half of its circumference. With 
an original Vlack envelope. 


26. (1640) Old Sols - Counterstamped Billon Douzain - 
Breen-271 (Gadoury 21) F12 28.8 grains. Struck on a Clement 
VII Douzzina of Avignon, date uncertain. Toned mostly dark 
golden brown with some steel toning also. Reflective but a bit 
rough, some parts showing strength and others not. Counterstamp 
not that far off center on the shield side. It is strong for about 2/ 
3rds of it but soft at one side. With an original Vlack envelope. 





27. 1643 Gaston d'Orleans (Dombes) unauthorized 
contemporary copy of Billon quinzain (Breen 272) F12 22.2 
grains. A fascinating issue contemporaneous with that which it 
copies. Authorized Billon quinzain coins incorporate the 
counterstamp design, that was stamped onto worn out billon coins 
to create the "black dogg" "Old Sols" coinage intended to 
circulate in French America, into the actual die for the coin. In 
a sense Breen 272 mimicked Breen 271 , and this coin could be 
said to mimic Breen 272. To oversimplify greatly, Dombes was 
a partially autonomous small region of France during the mid 
17th Century when this was issued, and Princes of Dombes, in 
this case Gaston d'Orleans brother of Louis XII, were Know to 
mint their own coinage, usually in copper, this coin was not 
meant to be a deceptive copy, it’s origin is clearly stated in the 
legend. However it is closely patterned after the Billon quinzains 
down to the fleur de lys within an oval "counterstamp" found 
struck on it. Toned medium gray and slightly granular. Planchet 
has a light wave to it and there is a planchet split from the rim 
just reaching the fleur de lysees outer circle. Design and legends 
clear where unaffected by a planchet clip. 
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28.  1643-A France Louis XIII 1/12th Ecu VF25 34.4 grains. 
Struck during the last year of Louis XIII reign, coins of this 
denomination were also struck under Louis XIV during the same 
year. Smooth problem free surfaces. This is a pleasing example 
of a type of small denomination silver coin that would be expected 
to have at least randomly been found in New France during the 
seventeenth Century. 


29. 1660-B France Louis XIV 1/12th Ecu EF45 35.3 grains. 
A high grade example, with sharp bright silver surfaces. Breen 
notes on page 43 of his Encyclopedia that "since 1662 Quebec 
authorities had officially valued domestic French coins at a 33 
1/3% premium in a vain attempt to keep them from vanishing 
from circulation". The inability of New France to retain coinage 
such as this for local use led to the King's Edict of Feb. 19, 1670, 
authorizing the 1670-A silver 5 and 15 Sol pieces for use within 
the colonies. 
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1670-A Petit Louis de 5 Sols 
Authorized for North American Use 


30.  1670-A Petit Louis de 5 Sols Breen 256 VF20 34.0 
grains. A basically pleasing coin with obverse detail perhaps a 
tad higher than the grade given. A gently crimp to the planchet 
by the date, and a few small dull digs are it's problems and they 
are minor. Light gray gentle toning, darker in some recessed 
areas, slightly lighter at raised points. This is a very early and 
somewhat rare silver colonial issue that has never been adequately 
appreciated by U.S. Colonial Collectors who place high value 
on 17th Century English linked issues. Unlike most French 
Colonial coins that also circulated in France, this Paris mint 
product was specifically intended and authorized for use in 
France's North American colonies, and in 1670 that included a 
good deal of the current United States of America. 
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Rare 1693-E Recoined Billon Sol 


31.  1693-E Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
VF30 22.2 grains. Tours Mint. According to Breen coins of this 
issue struck other than at Paris are much rarer. This coin is a 
pleasing and fairly high grade example of this issue, with 
consistent strong detail despite having an undertype which is 
evidenced by the remainder of the fleur de lis counterstamp on 
the crown on the obverse. In fact up to one fourth the original 
silvering remains on this problem free coin, elsewhere mid 
steelish brown. The fact that the counterstamp is present is quite 
clear, but the fleur de lis itself is muddled by the overstriking. 
Struck off center on a fairly large smooth planchet, with some 
several legend letters falling partially off the flan. An aside: the 
confusing nature of the French Colonial series is underscored 
by a lack of consensus as to what to even call the many varied 
issues, when to use French or English spellings, and those specific 
spellings, which we semi intentionally chose to reflect in this 
catalog with alternate spellings of "fleur de lis/lys" for example. 
This particular issue, which Breen includes within his Class 
Three, followed the October 1692 French edict that upwardly 
revalued Billon coins from one Sol to 15 deniers. It also 
authorizing that they circulate in all French territories, including 
the colonies. This was accomplished, according to Vlack, in 
several ways. New dies were struck over "Old Dog " douzains 
from the 1640 issue (Breen 271) This left a residual fleur-de-lis 
counterstamp on those now recoined issues. New dies were also 
struck over old douzains that escaped being counterstamped and 
reissued after the 1640 edict, and new dies were struck on virgin 
new planchets. Breen classifies those struck on new planchets 
as Breen 277; "Billon-neuf Sol". Vlack opines that those coins 
not overstruck were likely meant to stay in France, whereas 
overstruck specimens, especially those showing a fleur-de-lis 
counterstamp, were sent to the Colonies, and Hodder seems to 
concur. Both this issue, and Breen 271, is listed by Hodder under 
“French Coins Struck Specifically for Circulation in Nouvelle 
France” in his chapter in the A.N.S. 1992 book, Canada’s Money. 
Hodder there states: "It is probable that the billon sols dated 
1692-97 bearing an oval fleur d lys counterstamp (Gadoury-92, 
b) were so marked specifically for North American circulation. 
Further, he comments "It should be remembered that these two 
types (the other being the 1640 "Old Sols") represent some of 
the most commonly found coins in archaeological excavations 
of French (New France) trading and military sites." 
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A Second 1693-E Recoined Billon Sol 





32.  1693-E Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
FI8 27.6 grains. Tours Mint. Another nice example on a smooth 
pale chocolate planchet, perfectly round for half of its 
circumference and more jagged for the rest. About half of the 
remaining counterstamp is clear at the left of the cross side. 


33.  1693-A Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
VF30 24.5 grains. Paris Mint. Smooth and attractive medium 
brown surfaces with just faint traces of silvering. Problem tree, 
the counterstamp is fairly strong near the center of the dated 
shield side. This coin provides an opportunity to further discuss 
some confusion surrounding this issue. In the text of some 
references, including Gadoury, the origin of all counterstamps 
seen on coinage from the 1692 edict is not definitively addressed, 
leading some to imply, assume, or believe that at least some 
counterstamps were either added to host billion coins after 1692, 
or that some of the dies used in coining or recoining billon coins 
after 1692 had a fleur de lys design incorporated into them. 
Neither is true. The only French Colonial issue that incorporated 
a fleur de lys "punch" into the actual dies is Breen 272, an 
extremely rare 1641 Billon Quinzain, and the 1643 Dombes issue 
cataloged above which imitates it. All of the counterstamps now 
found on Breen 276 issues were previously stamped onto the 
planchets of worn Billon coinage reissued under the edict of 
1640; the Breen 271 "Old Sols". The fact that counterstamps 
punched into some of the host coins used to make Old Sols were 
very deeply impressed protected those counterstamps from being 
overly disturbed during the subsequent recoining process that 
followed the 1692 edict. Hence Counterstamps found on some 
Breen 276 Recoined Billon Sols look relatively "fresh", giving 
the false impression that they might be new impressions. This 
coin comes with a Vlack envelope which opens a window onto 
further confusion and shows how even the experts can get it 
mixed up. The typed envelope wrongly called this coin Breen 
277 (later corrected in pencil), which actually is the Breen 
designation for Billon-neuf Sol (struck on virgin planchets - see 
coins cataloged below). But it is not as simple as that simple 
error would seem. In his text description of Breen 276, Breen 
assigns the attribution Gadoury 91 to issues that always show an 
undertype, which is mistaken and perhaps led to the error on the 
envelope. Actually Gadoury 92 shows undertype, while Gadoury 
9| does not. Breen 277 is the equivalent of Gadoury 91. Breen 
276 is the equivalent of Gadoury 92. Gadoury 92a and Gadoury 
9?b refer to distinctions regarding the specific undertype coins 
used. Since those distinctions do not fall neatly into either Breen's 
or Vlack's system, they won't be commented on further for the 


purpose of this catalog. 





34. 1693-& Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
VF20 19.1 grains. Aix Mint. The symbol used here is a keyboard 
approximate of that found on the coin. Medium steel olive toning 
on generally smooth surfaces with essentially full legends and 
design, elements of the undertype muddy the picture slightly. 
Most of the counterstamp remains clear on the lower shield of 
dated side. 





35.  1693-& Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
VF20 24.3 grains. Aix Mint. The symbol used here is a keyboard 
approximate of that found on the coin. Crudely shaped planchet 
large enough to contain almost all the design plus an extended 
blank area. Pale olive with a little copper color showing on the 
dated side, but with significant remaining silvering, perhaps 15% 
to 20%. No readily discernable sign of either a counterstamp or 
undertype, though there are possibly indirect hints of the latter. 
The crudeness of the planchet here indicates that it most likely 
comes from an older worn Billon piece here struck over, perhaps 
one that escaped being counterstamped in 1640, rather than being 
a new planchet prepared for this striking. 





36.  1694-D Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
EF40 26.4 grains. Lyon Mint. On a relatively large circular 
planchet with a few very short splits forming along the rims. 
Parts of large remnant letters from the host coin remain at points 
on both sides along the rims. Very sharp details given that this 
coin was counterstamped after the 1640 edict and recoined after 
the 1692 edict. About half of the counterstamp remains just to 
the lower left of the D mint mark at the center of the cross. Strong 
grayish tint to this pale olive coin owing at least in part to traces 
of silvering that remain. 
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37. 1694-D Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
F15 25.1 grains. Lyon Mint. Ona circular planchet and relatively 
well centered on it. The bottom of some large undertype lettering 
from the host coin is visible along the rim on the cross side. 
Two thirds of a counterstamp remain clear at the center of the 
dated shield side. Toned a washed out grayish olive brown. 
Problem free. 





38. 1694-M Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
VF30 25.8 grains. Toulouse Mint. Thin amounts of silvering 
remain on this planchet at points which otherwise is a very pale 
olive green. The planchet is sort of egg shaped except with one 
side almost straight. Well struck, generally smooth and problem 
free. The counterstamp is full and sitting on the arm of the cross 
below the mint mark just above the ring of legends. 
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39.  1695-D Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
VF35 31.5 grains. Lyon Mint. A smooth attractive high end 
piece, toned light olive with a steel tint. Roughly a rectangle in 
shape, though slightly rounded. Sharp despite the presence of 
the undertype, The counterstamp, though weakened, can be seen 
at the left of the obverse just below the date. 


40. 1695-A Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
F12 28.1 grains. Paris Mint. Just faint evidence of the mint 
mark but Paris seems highly plausible and identified as such in 
pencil on the envelope. Very smooth and glossy in most places. 
There is a small rough depression by the rim adjacent to the 
counterstamp which is itself adjacent to the mint mark at the 
center of the cross. The depression shows some clear silver color 
within it whereas most of this coin is toned medium olive, almost 
chocolate. Two thin scratches converge on but do not touch on 
the counterstamp. With Vlack envelope. 





41.  1695-A Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 92) 
F15 24.6 grains. Rouen Mint. A mix of light olive, dark gray, 
and silvery tones, with some silvering definitely present. 
Reflective lightly granular surfaces which are a bit uneven. Weak 
at shield side center right, other areas for the most part much 
stronger. A few minor marks only. Somewhat weak counterstamp 
at upper left quadrant of shield. Comes with a Vlack envelope 
with correct Breen attribution but mistakenly called Gadoury 91 
rather than Gadoury 92. 





42.  1690's-D Recoined Billon Sol - Breen 276 (Gadoury 
92) VF25 24.3 grains. Lyon Mint. Exact date uncertain due to 
softness at the last digit. Unevenly struck but attractive, on a 
smooth pale olive planchet with traces of silver wash remaining, 
that looks closer to a square than a circle in shape. Many areas 
of sharp detail remain, strongest at the centers. Faint inconclusive 
remnants of a counterstamp seem to be present at the end of the 
left arm of the cross. That is a tentative sentence for those not 
paying close attention. Traces of an undertype however are 
certain. An attractive piece. 
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43. 1690's Recoined Billon Sol - Counterfeit Counterstamp 
- Breen 276 VGIO 21.7 grains. A smooth glossy and small 
coin, grayish olive in tone on a more or less, emphasis perhaps 
on less, round planchet. The host coin is problem free with much 
greater detail on the cross rather than shield side, and it is on the 
cross side that the false counterstamp lies (literally and 
figuratively). It was a crude effort, the "fronds" are too small, 
there is no beaded outline to the oval surrounding them, and the 
oval doesn't come close to being oval, rather it is a botched 
attempt at a circle. 





44. 1693-A Billon-neuf Sol - Breen 277 (Gadoury 91) VF20 
27.3 grains. Alternate name - Sol de 15 Deniers. Paris Mint. 
This issue like the Breen 276's above, was struck from dies 
prepared after the edict of 1692, however unlike the Recoined 
Billon Sols, these aren't recoined. They are struck on previously 
unused planchets so accordingly there are no undertypes. This 
is a hard coin to put a grade on. The strike is shallow so many 
details are not crisp, yet the surfaces suggest a somewhat higher 
grade as they are smooth, glossy, and between both sides, retain 
at least 50% original silvering. Problem free and attractive. 





45.  1693-A Billon-neuf Sol - Breen 277 (Gadoury 91) FI5 
28.7 grains. Alternate name - Sol de 15 Deniers. Paris Mint. 
Another smooth and attractive example with perhaps a third of 
it's original silvering remaining. Also softly struck on a problem 
free planchet. All elements full though a few legend letters 


weaken at points. 


46. 1696-D Billon-neuf Sol - Breen 277 (Gadoury 91) VF35 
26.9 grains. Alternate name - Sol de 15 Deniers. Lyon Mint. A 
consistently stronger strike than seen on the above examples, 
although the surfaces here are just the slightest bit granular. Stull 
reflective and no other problems. Light olive with a third or 
more of the silver wash remaining. 





47. 1690's Counterfeit Billon-neuf Sol - "Breen 277"" G6 
16.4 grains. A very crude struck counterfeit of the Billon-neuf 
issue. Struck on a small thin lightweight planchet, mostly 
charcoal gray though at points medium brown with some small 
points of silver on the obverse. Surfaces are rough and uneven. 
Design is childish in it's crudeness, especially the positively 
wimpy cross. An oddity such as this coin, or several others from 
the specialized collection featured in this Sale may not be 
adequately appreciated in passing, but they are extremely difficult 
to acquire. This collection was formed over many years and 
examples of many of the pieces now being offered are unlikely 
to be seen again any time soon. 





48. 1696 4 Sols aux 2 L Gadoury 106 F12 24.6 gns. A 
silver coin that was overstruck on a previous 4 sols, parts of the 
undertype still discernible. Some fine granularity but overall a 
decent coin, free of problems. In his Encyclopedia, Breen 
includes this issue under Coins of Class 4 (unofficially imported 
by merchants to pass at double face), as letter R (page 46). 

Ex M&G C4 Sale 10/99 Lot 23 Ticket Included. 
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49.  1694-C 1/2 Ecu aux palmes - Overstruck. VF35 203.1 
grains. Caen Mint. A large silver coin overstruck on an earlier 
Q Ecu aux 8L from the Paris Mint. Breen lists a 1/12th Ecu of 
this date and type as Breen Class 4, Letter T; noting that that 
issue comes "Overstruck weakly and unevenly on previous 1/ 
12th Ecus, rare choice", but makes no specific mention of this 
denomination. This coin however is choice. Bright lightly toned 
silver with no marks and ample elements of the undertype visible 
on both sides. 


50. 1713-A QEcu de Strasbourg Gadoury 200 VF35 187.6 
grains. Paris Mint. Sometimes called "New Silver Money" this 
example was issued near the end of Louis XIV's long reign. 
Under Louis XIV, no less than twenty-four different types of 
ecus were struck and bear such names as ecu a la meche longue, 
ecu an buste juvenile and ecu aux Palmes. It is no wonder then 
that this is such a confusing series for many. This particular 












piece also happens to be Rare, and it's rarity is enhanced by the 
more than pleasing condition it is found in. Lightly toned silver 
with some adjustment marks made by the mint but no problems 
Some tiny roller striae can be seen on the Bust side. Well and 
evenly struck. 
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51. 1716-Y France Louis XV 1/4th Ecu Vertugadin - 
Overstruck on Louis XIV 1/4th Ecu aux 3 couronnes- 
Gadoury 302, EF40 114.3 grains. Bourges Mint. If you don't 
already know don't ask, it's all French to me, It came with the 
specialist's collection . Neither this coin nor it's undertype is 
included in Breen's Class 4 listing of French Colonials, but it is 
lovely, with naturally soft gray toning with some brighter silver 
high points. And virtually completely problem free other than 
one short light toned pin scratch in the left obverse field. Ample 
evidence of the undertype on both sides out toward the rims. 
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52.  1711-D Billon 30 Deniers Lyon Mint Vlack-3 Rarity- 
2 [ PCGS AUS55] AUS53._ Frosty light silvery gray with traces 
of mint luster remaining in protected areas. A bit softly struck at 
the date, but everything is easily visible. Though it has a very 
thin dusting of some micro porosity at places, this coin is far 
above average for this issue. 


53. 1711-D Billon 30 Deniers - Struck Counterfeit - ''Lyon 
Mint" Vlack-335 Rarity-8 VF35 33.1 grains. A very rare 
contemporary counterfeit issue, of fairly high quality. Mixed 
toning, predominantly chocolate brown but also steel brown on 
obverse high points and some dark brown and ruddy areas on 
the reverse. Generally smooth with no indication of billon 
composition or silvering. Vlack notes for this counterfeit; 
"Dashes in place of jewels in crown". Though the envelope that 
came with this said "photo for Vlack book", this is not the actual 
example that Vlack plated. 


1713-D Breen 289 Star After Date 


54. 1713-D Billon 30 Deniers Lyon Mint Vlack-6a Rarity- 
2 AUS3 37.9 grains. Star After Date Type. Some claim to a 
higher grade, with details needle sharp at the centers and not 
much sign of real wear but lacking some of the luster found on 
the highest end pieces. Soft at the left periphery on both sides 
with the first digit of the date virtually lost. About two thirds of 
the silver wash is intact on the obverse, much more on the reverse. 
Breen differed from Vlack in how rare he considered the 1713- 
D with star after date (the sub variety represented here) to be, as 
he considered it to be "Extremely Rare." Ina letter received by 
the consignor Breen wrote in part about this piece; "IT have seen 
perhaps five specimens in all, mostly in low grades (compared 
to dozens without star), but this is the first one I recall with a 
broken star point. This is the finest specimen I have seen of 
(Breen) 289." An attractive coin and. another high end example 
of a type that 1s difficult to obtain in high grades. 
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55. 1713-D Billon 30 Deniers Lyon Mint Vlack-6a Rarity- 
2 EF45 33.1 grains. Another high end example of the same 
Star After Date Type but from slightly different dies. About 
80% original silvering remains on smooth problem free and 
glossy surfaces. An unusually attractive example. 


Beautiful & Enigmatic 15 Deniers 


56. (1713)—AA Billon 15 Deniers AU53 Metz Mint. Vlack- 
12-14 AUS5S5 20.4 gns. A bit of an enigma as to the date of this 
piece which lacks the last digit despite being a high grade 
example, hence the open ended Vlack number given. Best guess 
is 1713 as the blob that remains slightly to the right of where the 
last digit of the date might be expected resembles one in the 
photo Vlack used to illustrate Vlack 14 (1713-AA). Breen ina 
letter received by the consignor regarding this coin commented 
"it is a rarity; most survivors of any date are in badly worn 
condition. I have not seen one before from these rusted dies." 
Just over half of the original silvering remains on this coin, 
assuming it was all there at one point which ts ultimately just an 
assumption. However it exhibits very crisp details everywhere 
but at either side of the mint mark at the base of the reverse. Die 
rust partially obscures LVD on the obverse. Mark free and 
attractive. This is a scarce denomination seldom encountered in 
any grade. 
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57.  1720-BB Liard Au Buste Enfantin Gadoury 270 EF40 
45.8 grains. Strasbourg Mint. Mostly smooth and rather glossy 
dark brown surfaces with contrasting lighter brown legends and 
high points. Consistent sharp detail and free of marks. Slight 
roughness around the legends. This small copper coin was issued 
by authority of the Compagnie des Indes under Jon Law's control 
during a period when the company was granted the right to mint 
French coinage by the Crown. It's use was not specifically 
intended for nor directed towards Canada. However it was during 
this period of time that Law's grand scheme to issue currency 
backed by the natural resources of France's "Mississippi" 
holdings first flourished then burst with decidedly negative 
consequences for John Law and France's moneyed class. It is 
that association that lends a specific American appeal to these 
French coins. 


58. 1720-CC Liard Au Buste Enfantin Gadoury 270 VF35. 
Besancon Mint. This mint has an addorsed CC for it's mint mark, 
the C's face opposing directions and overlap. Attractive smooth 
surfaces mostly, the obverse in medium browns, the reverse some 
red staining near the base in narrow streaks. Comes with a very 
old neatly penned envelope. 





59. 1720-BB Liard Au Buste Enfantin Gadoury 270 VF20 
41.3 grains. Strasbourg Mint. Well centered, evenly struck, only 
slightly porous two tone brown surfaces with no problems. 
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60.  1726-QSOLAU BUSTE ENFANTIN GADOURY 276 
- COPPER VG10 116.1 gns. Perpignan Mint. An unattractive 
example. However also a very rare year of issue and quite 
difficult to locate. This large copper coin is struck on a poor 
planchet that is clipped twice in irregular ways involving jagged 
spurs and voids that cut into the planchet, and possibly also some 
damage, it's hard to say. Plus the surfaces are porous and rough, 
have some reverse verdigris near the crown and a couple of thin 
scratches too, and have been cleaned up in some way leaving 
muted copper red at most high points. Other than that it's OK. 
Of a similar type to those issued under John Law, but years past 
the point of his tenure. Coins of this type, date and mint were 
still specifically issued under the authority of the Royal edict for 
the Compagnie des Indes, and thus may have been exported to 
French colonies. Though Canadian archeological digs have not 
supported their presence in Canada, authors Anton and Kesse 
speculate in Forgotten Coins of the North American Colonies 
that "the liards, demi-sols and sols dated 1722, 1723, 1724, 1725, 
1726, and 1734 were shipped to the Americas, specifically 
Canada and Louisiana". The theory is seemingly based on the 
observation that copper stock for those years was imported from 
Sweden of a quality inferior to that used for typical French issues. 
Breen has a listing of some similar coins, Breen 298, under the 
heading John Law's Coppers, though his encyclopedia fails to 
note the end of Laws tenure in 1720. Under Breen 298 he wrote 
in part: "Dates 1721-S, 1722-K, 1723-K, 1723-Q are all rare, 
others 1721-24 Ex. Rare or untraced; probably few or none 
reached America." 
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61. 1721 France 1/6th Ecu - Overstruck on a 1719-A 1/6th 
Ecu - EF40 63.1 grains. Both the 1719 and 1721 1/6th Ecus are 
listed in Breen as Class 4 coinage, letter designations "U" and 
"W" respectively, the earlier issue also called "20 Sols de 
Navarre", and they carry Gadoury numbers 295 and 296 in the 
chronological order of their relative dates of minting. This is an 
attractive and problem free silver coin, boldly overstruck, with 
small areas of golden toning on the reverse. 
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62. 1721-B Copper Sou Breen-260 VF30 77.0 grains. 
Rouen Mint. This coin, also referred to as a Nine Deniers coin, 
is far scarcer as a Rouen mint issue than it is from the Rochelle 
mint, by a ration perhaps of twenty or more to one, and when 
found it almost always is in a lower grade than this example. 
Medium brown with some darker toning in places on both sides, 
with raised points slightly lighter especially on the dated side 
where it makes for a pleasing contrast. Free of the striations that 
tend to plague this issue, and free of marks as well. Surfaces are 
evenly granular but reflective and acceptably smooth for the issue. 
The Copper Sou issues of 1721 and 1722 are among those coins 
with the strongest case for inclusion as a French Colonial, with 
Breen, Hodder, and Vlack all considering them as such. 


63.  1721-H Copper Sou Breen-261 FI15 85.8 grains. 
Rochelle Mint. A pleasing problem free light chocolate and 
reddish brown example. Both sides are lightly granular but 
reflective, and they are free of the flaws that frequently mar this 
issue. Isolated weakness at reverse lower right rim, but the 
legends still are complete. 


64. 1721-H Copper Sou Breen-261 F12 91.3 grains. 
Rochelle Mint. Glossy medium brown with some reddish brown 
splashes on the obverse. Reverse detail of at least Fine while 
obverse appears weaker. The date is readable but not strong and 
the “H” mintmark is weak. Minor pinpricks or tiny planchet 
chips cover the obverse (date side), and both sides have a number 
of shallow toned scrapes or digs, all small. . 


65.  1722/1-H Copper Sou Breen-262 VF30 75.8 grains. 
Overdate 2 over 1. Rochelle Mint. A sharp example that is 
covered with uniform very fine granularity. Slightly glossy 
medium brown with a small reddish chocolate spot under the 
crown. The overdate is clear. Isolated area of weakness at reverse 
3:00. 


66. 1722-H Copper Sou Breen-263 VEF20 98.0 grains. 
Rochelle Mint. Reflective dark chocolate and olive brown, the 
highpoints a bit lighter. Some very light crud or verdigris in 
protected areas and a bit grainy. The date and legends are strong 
except for those parts of the reverse resting off the planchet. 
Planchet lightly bowled, sinking at center of obverse.

67. R44 (1737) Franco-American Jeton Louis XV 
ARTILLERIE ET GENIE- Silver AUSO 84.5 grains. Obverse 
Bust facing right of Louis XV. Reverse “ET PLACIDO 
METUENDA IOVE with the epigraph: ARTILLERIE ET 
GENIE A seated woman surrounded by cannons holding a lance 
sits in the medium of the guns and the mortars. Signed B.D.V 
for Benjamin Duvivier, the medalist who made the dies. Possibly 
an original, this lovely piece is struck on a thin reeded Silver 
planchet with colorful toning forming around the rims. The 
primary reference for Franco- American Jetons called by that 
name and written by Edouard Frossard, was unavailable to this 
cataloger, however in text saved from a prior C4 Sale we have 
recorded that Frossard comments, due to the French Mints 
practice of preserving dies for later use in restrikes, that: 
“numerous restrikes and combinations of dies, varying from the 
originals, have at various times been issued”. Later restrikes, 
current at the time he privately published his work in 1899, have 
ARGENT CUIVRE or BRONZE plainly stamped on the edge, 
and the planchets are larger than with originals or early restrikes. 
Quoting Frossard: “The original issues are struck on thin 
planchets, the milling is light or wanting. In early restrikes the 
planchets are thicker, the impressions bolder, the edges frequently 
milled or reeded, traces of letters... of the words ‘argent’ or 
‘bronze’ are frequently visible.” Unfortunately most of those 
terms are relative, but in this catalogers somewhat limited 
experience this planchet appears thinner than those used for 
restrikes, personal observation is recommended. Frossard 
summarizes Franco-American Jetons as follows: “The Franco- 
American Jetons were issued under authority of the French 
Government, to commemorate the colonization of Canada and 
the Mississippi valley; and also to glorify the extension of French 
rule in the New World. Originally these Jetons were struck in 
gold for the King’s cabinet; in silver, bronze and copper for 
distribution and sale”. These Jetons are included in “American 
Colonial History Illustrated by Contemporary Medals” by Betts 
but not all sub variants are listed and frequently one finds an 
example that is similar to one assigned a Betts number but 
differing in some detail. Frossard describes 52 varieties and 
plates all of the obverses and reverses found in various mulings, 
at least to his knowledge at that time. 
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68. 1739-A B ris Mint Vlack-17 
Rarity-1 AUS55 30.9 grains. At least 80% original silvering, 
and full beaming luster make this a legitimately flashy example 
of this Type coin. Some scattered micro striae prevent us from 
grading this higher. 


69. 1739-A_ Billon Sou Marque Paris Mint Vlack-17 
Rarity-1 [PCGS AU58] AUS5S5._ Frosty silvery gray with light 
steel brown highpoints and traces of mint luster showing in 
protected areas. Nicely struck except for some weakness left of 
the date and at the opposing area on the reverse. 
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72. 1749-H Billon Sou Marque La Rochelle Mint Vlack- 
109 Rarity-7 VF30 33.9 grains. Medium gray with lots of 
frosty lighter silvery toning in protected areas. The date is bold 
and the legends are easily readable. Attractive for the grade.

70. 1740-X_ Billon Sou Marque Amiens Mint Vlack-215 
Rarity-3. VF25 29.3 grains. Small areas of silvering remain in 
protected places. Mostly smooth surfaces with one crimp bend. 
About 80% of the legends are clear, including the date and mint 
mark. 





73.  1755-A Billon Sou Marque Paris Mint Vlack-35a 
Rarity-4 AU53 37.7 grains. Lovely, even flashy surfaces, that 
are smooth and glossy with 90% bright original silvering 
remaining. Problem free and made interesting by the fairly strong 
presence of flip over double strike detail on both sides. 


71. 1742-H Billon Sou Marque "La Rochelle Mint" 
Contemporary Counterfeit = Viack-358 ~~ Rarity-1 
Uncirculated 35.0 grains. A lovely choice example, almost fully 74. 1755-A Billon Sou Marque Paris Mint Vlack-35a 
silvered, with ample flash and no problems. Rarity-4 [ PCGS AUS55] AUSS. Frosty, light, problem free. 
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77. 1749 Tobago Stampee on Counterfeit 1749 Sou 
Rare 1755/4 Overdate Marque - Vlack 444 VF20. Contained within the West Indies 
Counterstamped Coins section of Robert Vlack's new reference. 
After France lost Canada, counterstamped Sou Marques, 
frequently to as "Black Doggs" continued to circulate in the 
Caribbean counterstamped to indicate their current status. Vlack 
claims that many forgeries were manufactured in Birmingham 
in the 1780's, this being one of them. Smooth glossy chocolate 
brown surfaces with TBO so deeply impressed that it is tearing 
the surface of the coin. 





75.  1755/4-A Billon Sou Marque Paris Mint Vlack-35c 
Rarity-7 F12 30.8 grains. A first semester example of this rare 
overdate variety. Generally smooth and reflective with no major 
marks.

Smooth and glossy with 
just faint texture to the surfaces with no porosity and no marks 
or problems. Toned an appealing contrasting chestnut brown 
and tan, offsets by slightly deeper toning hugging the legends 
and devices. Slightly off center low on the obverese, high on 
the reverse. A lip of plenchet is visible on the obverse above the 
dentiles, while the date is about haly off the planchet.

As noted in the Ford catalog there are some minor natural 
irregularities on the planchet but the emphasis should be on minor and natural. The last thing this cataloger would call any part of these 
surfaces is "rough". Some miniscule breaks in the patina from micro striae can be found almost exclusively at or near the rims in places, 
and the planchet surface is faintly uneven below AREA on the obverse. On the reverse there are two extremely shallow short lamination 
flaws, between U and R, and between R and I of PLURIBUS toned slightly darker. Detail everywhere on this coin is needle sharp .The 
die break across the reverse shield is remarkably crisp to behold in this grade, A wonderful high end addition to any Colonial collection, 
with the finest of provenances. Besides it's use b y Maris, it was previously owned by Hayes, Hall, Brand, Boyd and Ford. Believed to 
be the third finest known M.48-g, just below the Norweb coin and another Une in a prominent NJ Collection.

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311. New Jersey Maris 48-g Rarity-1 VG10 134.9 grains. 
Reflective but somewhat rough medium olive brown. No real 
problems aside from porosity. Full legends, date weak but 


present. 





312. 1788 New Jersey Maris 50-f Rarity-2 F12 132.9 
grains. Head left variety. A coin that likely has greater technical 
strength but we just can't go there. Medium grayish gold speckled 
with darker spots and very porous surfaces. Main features, date, 
and most of the legends remain clear despite the porosity. 


313. 1787 New Jersey Maris 53-j Rarity-4 G5 120.7 grains. 
Mottled medium browns. Lightly reflective despite a thin blanket 
of porosity but no significant marks. Full legends and date, date 
strong, legends not always. 





314. 1787 New Jersey M.54-k Rarity-3 VF35 135.1 grains. 
The “Serpent Head” Type. Some central areas show strength of 
a full EF but this coin weakens as it moves out toward the rims. 
Slightly mottled blend of golden and medium olive toning and 
glossy, but there is light scattered roughness on the planchet, 
mostly striae and some pre strike micro pitting, none of it very 
distracting. Slightly worse are a number of very light toned pin 
scratches on each side. Clear date, very bold horse and shield.

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316. 1787 New Jersey Maris 56-n -Overstruck- Rarity-1 
VF25. 141.9 grains. A “Camel Head” variety. Struck over a 
1787 Connecticut Copper that most likely could be attributed 
with some effort. This is a choice coin for the grade showing 
dramatic undertype without obscuring the New Jersey design. 
Smooth glossy problem free chocolate brown surfaces are always 
a good basis for good eye appeal. The obverse has a strong 
mixing of legends with a bold CONNFC (there's an attribution 
clue right there) partially obscuring the New Jersey date.
